REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Gallo et al. (US 
2003/0063176 Al) teaches an ink jet recording element comprising a support, and a porous 
image receiving layer having inorganic particles encapsulated with organic polymer such as 3- 
aminopropyltrimethoxysilane, N-(2-aminoethyl)-3-aminopropylmethyl dimethoxysilane, 3- 
aminopropyltrimethoxysilane, or 3-aminopropyldimethoxymethylsilane. Gallo neither teaches 
nor suggests the claimed Ratio R, which is the number of micromoles of organosilane used to 
shell the core particles to the total core particles' surface area (in m 2 ). The criticality of the Ratio 
R has been shown in Table 1 of the current specification.
